1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 24, 25 and 28-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hill (5,380,530, columns 9 and 15 and Table I). Hill discloses coating 
a chewing gum product with a coating which includes about 1% of an antimicrobial 
agent, e.g. chlorhexidine or cetylpyridrium chloride, and sweeteners, e.g. sorbitol and 
aspartame. It would have been obvious to use a rolling compound as said coating since 

: a rolling compound is a conventional type of coating commonly applied to chewing gum 
sticks. Further, it would have been obvious to use the coating in Hill to coat chewing 
gum pellets since chewing pellets commonly include a coating surrounding a gum 
pellet. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

; 4. Claims 24, 25 and 28-43 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 24, 25 and 28-43 are indefinite in failing to recite at least one positive 

method step, such as "applying" or "coating". Corrections are required. 
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5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 24, 25 and 28-43 submitted October 
18, 2004 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
